OPERATIONS IN KATHIAWAR 
PORTS. 


HOW BUSINESS IS LOST. 


i Bombay. 

The growing seriousness of the 
situation created by the increusing 
diversion of trade from Bombay 
Port to the ports on the Kathiawar 
west coast wag anxiously diseussed 
and remedies suggested by His Bx- 
cellency’ the ,Governor and Sir 
Joseph Kay, the retiring Chairman 
of the Bombay Chamber of Com- 
merce, in‘ their addresses at the 
annual moeting of the Chamber, 

Thelr chief concern, said Sir 
Joseph, was that goods were being 
imported through the Kathiawar 
ports, paaging through the States 
and entering the markets of British 
India’ on extraordinary conces- 
stonal terms, thus making it im- 
possible for a well-established 
business to compete. 

The matter’ was so serious that, 
pending definite action on the part 
of the.Government, he would ad- 
vocate the re-introduction of the 
Customs line drawn. round the 
Kathiawar States and the collec- 
tion of duty there on goods passing 
into British India territory from 
outside. 

By this means, no restriction 
would be imposed on any State’s 
internal development, and at the 
same time business would be flow- 
ing through its natural channel. 

Better Time Ahead. 

Turning to trade in general, Sir 
Joseph declared that the past year 
had been very unsatisfactory, and 
few would lament the passing ‘of 
the period which saw an end to 
the prolonged trade slump. But he 
saw clear: signs of a better time 
ahead. 

His Excellency the Governor 
struck an optimistic note and said 
he would not dwell on bad times 
through which Bombay had been 


‘passing, for trade was resilient and 


would adjust itself to the good 
times as to bad times, ~ 

The solution of the problem of 
the diversion of Bombay's trade, in 
his view, could not be found by so 
localised an enquiry as the Cham- 
ber had conducted. Investigations 


must carried out further afield 
and fairs which had hitherto 
given mbay its commanding 
positio ust be studied in the 
light economic geography— 


study w lich might reveal the rea- 
sons for ‘increased competition for. 
the trade of Bombay. 
Hinterland Development. 
It might ‘be that it would be 


found that the trade frontiers. of 


this port’ must be contracted and 


every endeavour made to increase}: 


production;on a smaller but yet 
sufficiently vast hinterland, so that 
as that tract waxed richer so would 


‘the city of Bombay. 


The striking increase in ground 
nut cultivation and the growing of|' 
more and better quality cotton un- 
der the control of the Agricultural 
indications of 
what could be done in the way of 
increased trade. The Bombay Gov- 
ernment was seriously interested in 


this question, so was the Govern-|. 


ment of India. His experience 
justified him fully in saying that 
no Kathiawar State could or would 


‘tobject to any measure which the 


Government of India might think 
necessary or desirable to protect 
the legitimate and long established 
rights of the British-Indian ports 
on the’ western coast, 

Alluding ‘to the Meston Settle- 
ment, which “has been something 
of a King Charles' Head with me,” 
His’ Excellency said that.he had 
taken every opportunity in public 
and private of representing the 
unanimous view of all sections of 
the ‘public, and had demonstrated 
that it was of an inequitable na- 
ture—A. P,

VALUE OF “COCONUT FOR 
. MARGARINE, ° i 


London, June 27, 

-“Don't. uproot, your ‘coconut,” 
was the advice to India given by 
a representative of a leading mar- 
garine manufacturer, ' giving evi- 
dence before the Royal Commission 
on Agriculture in India, who ex- 
plained that coconuta were increaa- 
ingly needed for margarine. 

One hundred per cent, of ground- 
‘nut ol] was used in the preparation 
as the better qualities of margar- 

ne, 

‘Mr. Rowland, of the Advisory 
Committee of the Department of

RUBBER, POSITION. 


CUT IN TYRE PRICES 
PROBABLE, 


‘Mesars. Symington and Sinclair, 
in their mail week market report, 
state: The good demand for spot 
and near rubber atill continues, 
but very little Interest is shown in 
the forward positions, Manufac- 
turers are apparently quite pre- 
pared ‘to continue purchasing 
their requirements ‘only for imme- 
dinte use and speculators are tak- 
ing very little interest in the rub 
ber market just now, so that any 
activity inthe forward positions is 
out of the question at present..... 

London deliveries continued good 
lust week, so that, although land- 
ings were heavy at 2,632 tons, the 
stock Increased only by 886 tons. 
The indications are that landings 
for the next two weeks at any rate 
wil! be on the small side, and deli- 


veries will probably be fairly 
good. . 

The Board of Trade figures. to 
the end of April show that 
importa to the United King- 
dom for the first four 


months of this year amounted to 
55,687 tons and exports 20,880 tons, 
leaving a balance of 34,807 tons. 
The United Kingdom stocks have 
increased in the four months by 
18,477 tons, namely ‘from 61,243 
tons to 69,720 tons, The difference 
is accounted for by deliveries to 
Home Trade, which amount’ on this 
calculation to 16,330 tons for four 
months, which is at the rate of

49,000 tons per year. While the 
inerenge docs not show in the 
Board of Trade figures, owing. to 
direct shipments to the East, the 
total imports to Germany for ‘the 
firat three: months of the year are 
estimated at 9,050 tonsa against 
3,150 tons for the same period last 
year. 

France appears to ‘have taken 
about the same. quantity, while 
Ruasia’s shipments from the United 
Kingdom for the first four months 
of the year amount to 4,466 tons 
agninst 2,208 tons last year. 

With this steady increase in 
European consumption and the 
expansion {n American consump- 


tion which.is shown by the figures | 


given, in our Report dated May 19, 
there is every reason to anticipate 
that the total consumption for the 
year will at least reach the estimate 
which we published In our annual 
review of 607,000 tons. 

The market in New York fina 
been idle, but has kept steady, 

We have -heard reports recently 
that tyre manufacturers in the 
States are very much at variance 
at the moment on the policy to be 
pursued with regard ‘to tyre prices. 
It ts reported that the Fireatone 
business has been suffering from 
the decrease in the Ford output 
(Firestone being the manufacturer 
of the bulk of Ford’s original 
equipment tyres), Under these 
circumstances the Firestone Com- 
pany will be In favour of a cut, 
while the other tyre manufacturers 
who are doing good business and 
are fully employed naturally do not 
want it,

A further adjournment was made 
by Mr. R, E. Lindell yesterday 
afternoon in the Repulse Bay Road 
case after more argument had been 
heard from Mr. G. K, Hall Brutton 
who {a defending the tvo Chinese, 
Chang Hin-shun and Li Shiu-piu 
charged with the violation of traffic 
vegulations, ‘ ' 

The Captain Superintendent of 
Police (Hon, Mr. BE. D. C. Wolfe) 
appeared for the ‘prosecution. 

Dealing with the ordinance giv. 
ing'the police power to arrest “any- 
one who may be charged with or 
who may be suspected of being 
guilty of any offence,” Mr, Brutton 
commented that if the ordinance 
were construed without any limita- 
tion it’ would override all the con- 
stitutional laws of England with 
regard to arrest, - - : 

‘Counsel argued that. Inspector; 
Grant should have stated by what 
authority he was arresting Chang. 
The mere statement that the de- 
Cendant had broken certain traffic 
yegulations was not enough, If a 
board construction was put on the 
Police regulation relating to ar- 
rest; My. Brutton said that a police- 
man could lay hand on any person, 
and the man so arrested had no 
power to resist. 

Mr, ‘Lindsell pointed out’ that! 
hawkers. were being arrested every 
day under that law. 

Mr..Brutton replied that the two 
cases of arrest were entirely dif- 
ferent. A hawker was arrested 
for selling without a licence which 
was a direct contravention of the 
law, while the arrest of a‘ motorist 
who broke some traffic regulations 
merely meant that he had commit- 
tada breach, .

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Mr. Winston Churchill ' explained 
that Great Britain had agreed to 
reduce -her'claim in respect of 
various loans to Persia ‘exceeding 
£4,600,000 to £2,000,000, payable in 
25 annuities of £180,000 each, re- 
presenting 7, per cent. interest and 
2 per cent. for sinking fund. 

The Persian Government accept- 
ed this offer in March, 1926, and 
promised ta submit it to Mejliss 
for ratification, but despite a re- 
minder in May, ‘1927, thia had not 
yet been done,

“LIGHTING A CANDLE.” 


“We have created a new and bet- 
ter relationship between ourselves, 


‘between colony and colony, as well 


as between the Colonies, collective- 
ly and the Central Office - here,” 
said Mr, Amery, Secretary of State

POSTHUMOUS HONOURS, 


Louise De Bettignies, a young 
Frenchwoman, who became one of 
the most formidable British secret 
agents during the great war, Is to 
have a memorial’ unveiled in her 
honour by Marshal Foch at Lille 
in the latter part of June. 

Mile, de Bettignics, under’ the 
direction of the British military 
intelligence service, organised « in 
the Lille district in the early part 
of 1915 a vast net-work of spies, 
who furnished a complete report of 
German troop movements, munition 
dumps, ‘battery emplacementa, and 
other military information. 

She had more than a_ hundred 
trustworthy informers, including 
priests, doctors, policemen, school 
teachers, and railwaymen, and un- 
der the name of Alise Dubois, a 
pretended Ince or cheese merchant, 


‘| she risked her life day after day 


in going from one -village to an- 
other to gather her reports. 


\ Forged, 

It was: extremely difficult for -par- 
sons in occupied territory to travel, 
and she had continually to use 
forged safe-conducts, which might 


have been discovered at any mo-| 


ment, 


She and Mlle, Léonie Vanhoutte, |: 


her principal Heutenant, in spite of 
the close German surveillance, cer- 
ried these reports daily for almost 
a year without being caught. 

They hid the messages in balls 
of yarn, umbrella handles, shoe 
laces, corsets, \and in. lighted 
candles in cart Ianterns. ‘Some- 
times the message was rolled into 
a tiny ball and attached to a black 
thread: If they became frightened 
as they approached a German sen- 
try they’ paid out the thread _and 
then drew it in again after they 
had safely passed the danger. 

Sometimes the final message 
ready for England was’ photograph- 
ed on a small transparent film 
which was pasted on an eyeglass. 
They could put 3,000 words on a 
pair of. glasses, and all the British 
intelligence officers had to do to 
read them was to throw the mes- 
anges on a big screen. 

Barbed Wire.“ * 

After walking about all day 


gathering thelr reports the two 


young women often sat up all night 
in some hospitable tavern to com- 
pile them, ‘and the next night ran 
the gauntlet of the German sentries 
end the electrically charged barbed 
wire along the frontiér to: deliver 
them in Holland. 


The’ information this organisa- 
tion supplied was so accurate that 
tho Allies: were able to. destroy the 
Gorman batteries {n the Little d{a- 
trict three times between May and 
August 1915, but Mlle. Vanhoutte, 
who is a native of Roubaix, was 
finally. trapped and, arrested in 
Brussels in September, and Mile. 
de Bettignica In Tournai a few 
weeks later, : 

They both denied being spies, and: 
Gorman police kept them in Saint 
Gilles prison until March 1916, 
when a court-martinl condemned 
them to death for espionage. 

The German authorities, on the 
pressing intervention of . the 
Spanish consul in Bruascls, com- 
muted Mile, de Bettignics’ sentence 
to’ Hfe imprisonment, and Mlle. 
Vanhoutte’s to fifteen years, Mile. 
de Bettingnies dying in a German 
prison at Cologne in July 1918 and 
her companion being relensed aftcr 
the armistice, 

The /British Government decorat- 
ed Mile. de Bettignies posthumous- 
ly, and the British Army of Occu- 
pation at Cologne rendered full 
military honours when the body 
was moved to Lille in 1920, 1° 

A few months ago Mme. ° Wey- 
gand, the wife of Marshal Foch's 
former chief of staff, formed a 
committee to"erect a monument to 
this heroine, and chose Maxime 
Real del Sarte, the French sculptor, 
to muke the design.

A list of inn signs, compiled 
from notes jotted down during 
. town and country rambles, has 
* afforded me more entertainment 
and pleasurable mental exercise 
. than I-have enjoyed from any 
other source for. quite a long time 
(says a writer in the ‘ “weekly 
Mail”). ; : 
Some of them recall stirring 
episades of years that Iie far in 
our romantic past;.others are 
obviously but quips of humour 
born from ‘the magie of the flow- 
ing bowl; and many, very many, 
“are neither one thing nor another, 
What is the origin and mean- 
ing, for instance, of:— * 


* “Gruel Pot.” 
“Ape and Apple.” 
“Make no Noise.’” 


And others of a like kind that 
are vither new or have hitherto 
escaped public notice? 

“Goose and Gander,” ‘one can 
understand as a merited compli- 
ment to these stately village 
fowls, and “Pipe and Snuff” we 
know to be merely reminiscent of 
the cosy: corner, itself enshrined 
in many a tavern sign, which men 

‘like Dr. Johnson dearly loved. 

And yet, he himself, oddly 
enoogh, hated both, these ‘acces- 
sories, which novelties like Sir 
Waller Scott have made immor- 
tal. But “Pie and Poke” one. 
gives up in despair. ° 

Many of the old.inn signs are, 
of course, heraldic: and represent 
royal bearings or the blazonings 
of great families, The “King's 
Arms” is one of these, and the 
“Prince of Wales's Feathers” is 
another, | 

In Scotland we come across, 
such signs asthe “Atholl Arms 
Hotel,” and the “Buccleuch Arms 
Inn” - : 

‘The “White Hart” one easily 
associates with Richard IL, while 
the “White Swan” was peculiar to 
Henry FV. and Idward U1, and 
the “Blue Boar’ to Richard IIE 
The “Red Dragon” is a distinctive 
emblem of the Tudors, and the 
“While Rose.” the. “Red Rose,” 

. or simply “The Rose,” are the 
symbols of political creeds that 
onee inspired their adherents to 

battle as obstinately and’ fero- 
ciously as any Watriors that ever 
drew the sword. eo 

There was, however, surely an 
elernent of irony or cynicism in 
the fashion that gave to so many 
of cur old ale-hoases such medi- 
acval religious signs as “The 
Seven Stars,” “The Cross Keys,” 

“ “The Angel,” “St, Francis,” “The 
Pilgrim” and “Salutation.” 

Names Which Had a Meaning. - 

Many of the old signs were cor- 

“rupted through time or careless- 

ness, and not a fow of thesd now 
wear a comic aspect. 

“Ceur d'Or" (French — for 
“Golden . Heart") has now, for 
example, become “Queer Door," 

“Peso” Wassail Bowl,” which to 
. our fathers’ meant « nip of their 
favourite liqour, is now converted 
into the odd and meaningless sign 

“Pig and Whistle.” ° 
: “Baechanals” (jolly devotees of 

Bacchus, the Greek sod of. wine) 

is now tritély rendered. “Bay o' 

Nails.” 

“The Pig in a Pound” has be. 
come “A Gentleman in Trouble,” 
said to have been thus altered by 
a famous Irishman! Well, indeed, 
might Ben Johnson exclaim:— 


Tt even puts Apollo 
For all this strength of art to 
follow 
The flights, and to divine 
What’s meant by every sign, 
.The “Goose and Gridiron,” 
which one meets with occasional- 
Jy, is derived from the old inn at 
the north-west corner of St, 
Paul's, Lonfloh. : 

It was here, when the inn was 

known as_ the “Mitre”, that the 

. Society of Musicians met, and 
their'urms, displaying the Lyre of 
Apollo surmounted by the crest of 
the swan, were eventually em- 
blazoned over the doorway, and 
soon became jocularly known as 
the “Gayse and Gridiron.” * 

The “Mitre” was destroyed 
during the Great Fire, and when 
the present building was put up 
in its place the same arma were 
adopted, but the name was chang- 
ed to “Goose and Gridiron.” 

In the same way we have a 
giant’s mouth with a bull in it to 

- indicate the “Bull and Mouth” in 
‘Aldersgate Street, the sign hav- 
ing been originally the mouth or 
hatbour of “Boulogne. 

There is also the “Swan With

CRIMINALS. 


POLICE WITH TOO MANY 


DUTIES. ; 
A new type of criminal has ap- 
peared, educated, cunning, re- 


sourceful and dangerous, who. em- 
ploys the latest devclopments of 
scientifle research to fight society, 
The old Bill Sikes has almost gone 
(says F,. A. Mackenzie in the 
“Sunday Pictorial”), The few of 
his type who are stil] left are most- 
ly secluded in preventive detention 
in the Isie of Wight. 

The new men and women—for 
the girl crook is more and more a 
factor to be reckoned with—work 
not with a bludgeon but with a 
high-powered motor-car and with 
the'skill of the trained chemist and 
expert photo-erigraver.

“Gordon Arms,’' the “Old Brigade 
Tavern,” the “Queen's Own,” and 
sundry’ other titles of a like kind, 
all speak of heroic deeds that 
served to animate the imbibers 
of the sparkling ale long after the 
deeds themselves passed into the 
prosaic records that lie in dust 
and oblivion. , 

The rewards of valour and re- 
nown are also fittingly com- 
memorated in such signs as the 
“V.C. Tavern,” the “Knight of 
the Thistle,” the “Star and Gar- 
ter,” and the “Warrior's Crown.” 
‘The “Thatched House,” the 
“Toll Bar,” and the “Cocoa Tree” 
tell their own tale, as do also such 
familiar signs as the “Bird in the: 
Hands,” the “Black Full,” “Cock: 
o' the North,”. and “Rest and be| 
Thankful.” . 

The “Coach ‘and Horses” is a! 
reminder of the times when the 
better-class inns were the only 
posting-houses, Pie 

So also ix the “Saracen's Head” 
and the “White Horse.” Inns 
hearing stich signs as “Crown and 
Anchor,” “Ball and Cue,” “Fox 
and ' Goose,” showed that such 
games were: played within, while 
the “Man. With-the Scythe’ in- 
dicated the nature of the local 
staple industry, just as “Rods and 
Line” and “Hounds and Horn” de- 
noted the sport that could be had 
in and around the village. 

“Fox and Hounds,” sometimes 
varied to “Brush and Bugle’ or 
“Hounds and Horn,” showed as a 
rule that a sporting squire lived 
in the neighbourhood. aoe 

Satire on a “Quiet Woman.” 

Very often the signs were taken 
from the works of outstanding 
writers, especinily if the’ writers 
had some local connection, or had 
made allusion to the village or 
some particular feature of the 
locality; as, for instance, in the 
case of the old seventeenth. cen- 
tury inn at Windsor known far 
and wide as “The Merry Wives.” 

‘Probably no poet or writer of 
any sort has supplied so many of 
this kind as Burns, the Scottish 
national bard, and it would take 
at least a whole column to en- 
umerate them. 

The origin of the 
Horse” remains a mystery, a3 
does also the origin of “The Cow 
and Snuffers”. and the ‘Silent 
Woman,” though one cannot but 
suspect in the latter the caustic 
wit of the cynic.’ — oi 

The “Untamed Shrew” smacks 
of a similar origin, and -the 
“Speechless Spouse”, likewise, 

Thomas Hardy speaks of an inn 
in -Dorset known "as the “Quiet 
Woman,” which has a sign hang- 
ing out bearing the representa- 
tion of a woman with her head 
cut off, and here again the point- 
ed thrust of the satirist is plainly 
apparent. 

In most signa of this kind, 
however, .the woman is shown 
with her severed head under her 


arm, like the gowned and decapi-| . 


tated Agure with a wigged- head 
in his hand who usually represents 
the “Honest Lawyer.”

’ Shop-breaking has multiplied 
three-fold, and murder has become 
not so much a matter. of sudden 
passion as of careful calculation, 
While the total of discovered mur- 
ders has declined, ‘there is good 
reason to believe that the un- 
detected killings have grown, and 
that some of the men convicted of 
one murder have actually com- 
mitted several. 

Two main characteristics mark 
the new’ criminal—calm_prepara- 
tion and dominating vanity. -He 
carries out his Millings as deliber- 
ately, and in the same cold blood, 
ns another might accomplish a 
coup on the Stock Exchange. 

Leopold and Loeb, the schoolboy 
murderers of Chieago, von Arbin 
and Kreuger,:the aristocratic dyna- 
miters' of Stockholm, Landru in 
France, and Stinie Morrison at the! 
Old Bailey, all had one character- 
ixtic in’ common—inordinate self 
conceit. , : 

When they appeared in court 
they showed no sign of repentance. 
or meckness—not even those who 
had pleaded guilty. aa 

Unrepentant: and Conceited. 

The arch-murderer Kreuger'act- 
ed throughout his trial like a young 
mun playing a leading part on the 
world stage, scored little points. off 
the Court, kissed: the hand of a 
lady witness und,’ at the close, 
sought to have an emotional fare- 
well with the chief counsel for the 
prosecution. 

The young Chicago murderers 
laughed at the humours of their 
trial, and when it was over bade 
their warders bring them a good 
meat-—sterk as thick as. -two 
fingers, pie with cream and “all 
the trimmings,” - 

Landru, labourer’s san, played 
the great and haughty gentleman 
to the moment he was pushed for- 
ward on a cold February morning 
at Versnilles to the guillotine. 
Morrison, professional blackmailer 
and burglar, posed as an-aristocrat 
throughout his trial’ und after- 
wards. 

“See how they treat me—a 
gentleman!’ he called to the crowd 
when he was being taken from 
Waterloo to Dartmoor. ; 

This vanity und self-conscious- 
ness of the new criminal, his ex- 
aggerated egoism is a fresh feature 
at least to the extent we know it 
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now. 
shallowest modern philosophy. The 
‘naw type of criminal believes that 
what he wants Is right because he 
wants it, “Paranoid psycopathic 
personality,” the crime experts call 
it—“P.P.P." 

It may be said that all' big eri- 
minals in all ages, Dick Turpin, for 
instance, have been vain. 
Turpin took his life in his hands 
when he aet out on his adventurds. 
These new murderers rarely risk 
their own skins. They strike 
secretly, . an a 

The new highwayman has made 
his appearance, the motor-car 
bandit who, incidentally, ” has 
usually stolen the car in which he 
operates. Scotland Yard ‘already 
regarda him. with enough uneasi- 
ness to crente a special squad to 
Aght him and with reason. 

In America to-day the auto- 
mobile brigand is at work on a 
big scale. He raids bank messen- 
gers in main streets in the hearts 
of great cities and gets away with 
his haul. He has accomplished 
the most amazing strokes, repeat- 
ing with a fast car'the successes of, 
the old brigand of the roads. 

He will try the same in England 
on a bigger scale than he has yet 
done, and probably: some of our 
police will suffer in fighting him. 

There is one sure way in which 
the motor-car bandit can be stamp- 
ed out—na properly organised sys- 
tem of road barricades, fast cara 
for police patrols, life sentences 
‘for any men who shoot at the 
police, long imprisonment . for 
others, and the “cat” for those who 
are guilty of violence. 

These vanity-eaten murderers 
and motor-car adventurers ° are 
merely the amateurs of crime. The 
mast serious criminals do not risk. 
their own necks, The blackmailer, 
for instance, has not, as a rule, 
the ‘pluck to kill; it would be. in- 
finitely kinder if he slew hig 
victim out of hand. : 


' Policemen Side-Tracked. 

Blackmailing, as we have, seen 
from court eases ‘during the Inst 
few, weeks, is flourishing as never 
before, and, until the .Courts dis- 
cover an effective way of securing 
secrecy for those victims who are 
brave enough to prosecute, it will 
continue to flourish. : 

How ure we going to fight the 
new crime wave? First, we must 
have a larger and more . central 
force dealing with nothing else but 
serious .crime, and dealing with it 
for the whole country, The police- 
man has become so much more 
than the crime fighter that there 
is danger of his having little time 
for tackling crime, Every kind of 
task is heaped upon him, and. he 
does them so well that the tendenc 
is to pile on still more. :

Begnning.their journey in some far- 
distant. “island universe,” these 
rays continued to travel toward us 
while the great carboniferous for- 
ests sprang up, flourished, died and 
turned, to coal, and while the great 
dinosaurs, Jong king of earth’s 
creatures, held sway, decayed and 
turned to fossils. In fact, the light 
of these distant stars may truly. 
be called “fossil” light,”: although 
it is a lve fossil, quivering with 
its original energy, a3 shown by its 
ability to impress-our photographic 
plates. The Astronomical Society 
of the Pacific, in a recently issued 
leaflet, reminds us that astronom- 
ers are now dealing with distances 
and sizes and numbers that sre ap- 
palling. | Formerly the mile as a 
unit of measurement satisfied the 
explorers of colestical space. Now 
that telescopes have grown so large 
and measuring methods so effective, 
the mile-unit of earth-dwellers . is 
altogether inadequate. The “light- 
lion million miles is the distance 
light travels in one year, Six mil- 
lion million miles, or one “‘light- 
year,” is the “yardstick” of the 
present-day astronomer. The writer 
goes on: 

' Inadequacy of the Mile. 

One can very satisfactorily say 
that the sun is 93,000,000 miles 
from the earth. But when astron- 
omers began working with groups 
of stars far outside our’ solar 
system, the inadequacy ofvthe mile 
and the usefulness of the light-year, 
as units of measurement, became 
apparent. Even the nearest star, 
Alpha Centauri, is four and one- 
third light-years from ‘us, while 
Rigel, 13,000 times brighter than 
our sun, is 600 light-years away, 

But these distances are insignifi- 
cant in comparison with the re- 
moteness of certain spiral nebule 
which ‘astronomical research is re- 
vealing. “Island universe,” these 
lonely habitants of space are call- 
ed. Evidence is at hand tending 
to show that several hundred thou- 
sand of these “universes” — exist, 
exch comparable to our own’ in size, 
and that many of them are ten mil- 
lion light-years or more away. 
Thus, as our conception of the uni- 
verse expands larger measures are 
demanded, <Alrendy the “parsec,” 
equivalent of a little more than 
three light-years, twenty. million 
million miles, is in common , ‘use 
among astronomers, while occasion- 
ally even the “kiloparsec,” a thou- 
sand parsecs, is heard.in current 
discussion. ‘ 

Recently Dr. Edwin Hubble, of 
the Mount Wilson Observatory, in 
a lecture at Washington. told about 
progress in'the exploration of these. 
systems, about new and efticient me- 
thods, and about the structure and 
extent of the universe.’ "The his- 
tory of astronomy,” he said, “is ao 
history receding horizons. Early 
Investigators were concerned almost 
entirely with the system of planets. 
Presently the stars came to be ac- 
cepted as far-away guns, scattered 
throughout the depths of space. 
Now it is realised that the stars 
themselves form a single definite 
system at least 100,000. light-years 
in dinmeter, itself but one of many 


stellar systems existing in space.” 
To quote the leaflet further: 
. The Galactic System. 

The system of stars of which our. 
sun and its planets are constituents 
is known ‘as the Galactic System, 
or the system of the Milky Way. 
Astronomers picture it as of the 
form of a thin watch, having a 
thickness of about one-eighth’ of

one of the brilliant achievements of 
modern astronomy. ‘It is based on 
the principle that a, light having a 
certain brightness at unit distance 
appears only-one-fourth as bright 
at four times the distance; one 
sixteenth oat four ‘times the 
distance; one —sixty-fourth = at 
elyht times the distance; 
one-hundredth at ten times 
the distance,” and so on, Thus, 
given both the apparent brightness 
of a ight and Its intrinsic bright- 
ness at unit distance, it i3 a _sim- 
ple matter to compute Its actual dis- 
tance. i 
Fixing Distances of Stars. 

In the case even of remote stara, 
it is not difficult to measure their 
apparent. brightness, but until re- 
cently astronomers did not know 
how to estimate their . intrinsic 
brightness. Indeed, “the epoch- 
making advances in the exploration 
of ‘the remoter parts of space of the 
fast half-dozen years have been ac- 
complished because ways have been 
developed of determining the actual 
brightneas of stars -which He far 
beyond the reach of the older me- 
thods. . rae 

.A clue.was found by Dr. Walter 
S. Adams, Director of the Mount 
Wilson Observatory, who showed 
that when the light of an intrinsi- 
cally bright star is passed through 
a spectroscope, certain lines in its 
spectrum are intense, while certain 
other lines are weak. He showed 
also that the relative intensities of 
these same linea are reversed when 
a spectrum is taken of the light 
from a star which is of a low order 
of actual brightness. By measur- 
ing the relative intensity of | lines 
in the spectrum of a star, its actual 
brightness can be determined. This 
method, found to be accurate for 
near-by stars whose distances are 
known, is now accepted, as n reli- 
able method of fixing the distances 
of the more remote stars, 


The Leavitt-Shapley Law. 

A second important method of 
determining the actual brightness 
and, consequently, the distances of 
fay-nway stars, turns. upon an ab- 
servation made by Miss Leavitt of 
the Harvard Observatory, develop- 
ed and applied by Dr. Harlow 
Shapley, Director of the same Ob- 
servatory, and hence called the Lea- 
vitt-Shapley law. This method is 
restricted to stars of a certain 
class, known as Cepheid variables. 

These starg pass through definite 
periods of varintion during which 
the luminosity of each gradually 
becomes more intense and then 
gradually weakens. The periods 
range from less than one day to 100 
days, It was observed that among 
these stars, which are all giant suns 
much larger than our own, a de- 
between 
their actual brightness and the 
period of their variation. That is to 
say, the brighter the star, the. long- 
er it takes to complete ‘its - cycle. 
While astronomers are not clear as 
to the causes of this remarkable 
relationship, ‘they believe that it 
holds good for all Cepheid | vari- 
ables wherever found. 

. By these methods it is disclosed 
that the half-dozen nebule which 
are nearest the Galactic System are 


.at distances ranging from 100,000 


to 1,000,000 light-years, heir 
diameters range from 4,000 to 
45,000 light-years and their actual 
brightness from twenty million to 
1,000 million times that of our sun.
